Schools of County Open 1917-18 


' 
Sessions. 


By tonight practically all of the one 
hundred and forty-eight rural schools' 
(\6f the county will nave started the 
l.year's work 
A few, especially those 
in the tobacco 
districts where the 
boys are assisting with the harvest, 
will delay opening a short time. 
Though. there are no more schools 


Ln session this year than last, ttiree 
new buildings have been completed, 
one in Harmony, one in Center, and 
one in Magnolia; besides these there 
are being built this year, though they 
will not'be used for some mpnths; 
school houses in Union, Johnstown and. 
Harmony. 
No other 
buildings 
are 
contemplated on the program for the 
year, though a number of districts 
are considering plans for the future. 
The total number 
of children of 
school age in the villages and rural 
districts of the county last year was 
6,546; this year there are twelve less, 
but it is not expected that the school 
attendance will be materially affected. 
Of tbe enrollment of 2,872 last year, 
1,463 were boys and 1,409 wer.e girls. 
The preponderanace of boy& over girls 
by more than fifty is most unusual as 
there are nearly always more 
girls 
than boys in this part of the country. 


Of the one hundred and forty-eight 
teachers employed last year, but three 
were men. ,This year these have been 
eliminated 'and all of the rural teach- 
ers are women. The average salary 
ilast year of the women was $422.38, 
but this will be increased this year, 
because of the new minimum wage 
law passed by the legislature which 
fixes the salary of all rural teachers 
at forty-five dollars a month or more. 
One step in the development of the 
country 'school 'system last year was 
the closing of six schools 
and 
the 
transportation of the pupils to other 
schools. This is the first step toward 
the consolidated school which has be- 
come the ideal way of conducting rural 
schools where it is possible. Though 
there are no, properly speakmg con- 
solidated schools in the county, there 
are a number of joint district schools, 
and eleven^ institutions 
known 
as 
state graded schools. These are of 
two or more rooms and draw 
tneir 
pupils from a larger area than the re- 
gular onevroom school. 
'

Last year there were two schools in 
the county w.th an enrollment of five 


1 or less pupil."- Enrollments of from 
sixteen to twenty were in preponder- 
ance, there being thirty-three schools 


I in this group.

rural system last year was $151,l»i.

FOR BETTER HIGHWAYS. 


How a County Inaugurated** Success- 


ful Movement. 


A few years ago a county In one of 


the Mississippi valley statea Inaugu- 
rated a movement to better Its high- 
ways, says the Farm and Fireside. 
There was nothing spectacular about 
the start. It Tras not even proposed to 
bard surface the roads. No bonds were 
voted. 
The 'county court announced 


that'money raised for road work by 
any community would be duplicated by 
the county. With a chance to get two 
dollars for one, the more progressive 
neighborhoods went to work. 
Hills 


were cut down, eeepy stretches tiled, 
permanent concrete culverts buUt in 
place of small but dangerous wooden 
bridges, andMong stretches of dirt road 
graded and crowned at a season of the 
year when the work was most effec- 
tive. 
Within five years 
approximately 


$125,000 -went out from the county 
treasury in the form of bonuses for 
road building. Individual communities 
had, 
of course, raised equal amounts, 


and what the individual paid repre- 
sented so much saVed to the county. 
So the county got a quarter million 
dollars' worth of road work In addition 
to what would have resulted tinder the 
old plan. 
. 
' 
While the roads of this comity are 


only djrt roads crowned to perfection, 
dragged after each rain, with some 
especially heavilj traveled stretches 
oiled, they afe' said to be superior to 
the dirt roads of any county la the 
United States. 


Are the jroads of this county worth 


what they cost? Have the better blgi- 
ways added to land values? Here are 
what actual farm land sales s^ow for 
five years since rpad improvement was 
undertaken. t»e prices quoted being the 
yearly average per acre: $51.00, $58.40. 
SG2.33, SB5.P3 and $72.52. 


Th'ere is yet n better side to the 


story. These roads have dofie more 
than add to land values. During the 


I five years there has been expanded in 


i this county more money for the build- 


ing of churches than the people, with 
the aid of the court, have raised for 
roads. Needless to say, the decline of 
the rural church is not a-serious prob- 
lem among such a people.' 


Here, as everywhere, improved high- 


ways have done more than add to land 
Tallies. They have given permanency 
to the rural church and doubtless to all 
other forces that make for the strength 
and stability of society. 


PRISONERS FOR ROAD WORK. 


Highway Ai«ociation Advoeal»« Us* »f 


Girman Captiv**. 


The American Highway association 


advocates bringing military prisoner* 
In crowded internment carnpa in Franco 
and England to this country to help in 
road building. The following article 
was sent out by the association: 


"More than a hundred year* ago a 


number of German citizens who had 
been captured while taking part In mil- 
itary operations in this country were 
put to work 'building roads in Alexan- 
dria and other American towns where 
they were detained. They liked their 
surroundings so well that a large part 
of them stayed here and became Amer- 
ican citizens after they were free to 
return to their native country. Just at 
the present time there is a great scar- 
city of labor on American roads. There 
is also a great surplus of Germans and 
Austrians interned In France and Eng- 
land, where the problem of feeding and 
guarding them and keeping them out 
of mischief Is a terious one. 
"This problem of interned prisoners 


would be greatly relieved by sending s 
few hundred privates and noncommis- 
aioned officers to thts country on each 
returning- ship to repeat the work «f 
the German prisoners of a century afo, 
not only on our roads, but also In other 
classes of labor.,- Naturally most of 
Jiern will elect to stay in tni» country 
once they are here and see the oppor- 
tunities which the United States offers 
to the industrious and sober worker. 
While here as prisoners they can b« 
employed on the public works, which 
are now suffering from the high price 
of labor, and can be credited with a 
certain sum for each day's work, which 
will enable them to bring over their 
families at the close of the -war. Th« 
president has said that this was not * 
war against the German people, and 
the suggested plan will make .this clear 
to the misguided men who are' being 
•acriflced to the personal ambitions ot 
an overqoncelted ruling cas.te."
